Jury Trial for 
13 in Clinton 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., April 26, 
The government said today 
it will not oppose a jury trial for 
17 persons accused of criminal 
contempt of court in the Clinton 
High School integration cases. 

At the same time, U. S. District 
Attorney John C. Crawford Jr. 
listed in a 15-page memorandum 
reasons why the government does 
not believe the cases should be 
dismissed. 

Defense attorneys have asked 
dismissal of the charges on 
grounds, among other things, that 
the defendants’ right of assembly 
as guaranteed by the First Amend- 
ment was infringed by a federal 
court injunction they are accused 
of violating. The lawyers also 
asked for a jury trial. 

The charges against the 17 per- 
sons, including White Citizens 
Council leader John Kasper of 
Washington, D. C., stem from al- 
leged violation of the court order 
— prohibiting interference with 
peaceful integration of Clinton 
High. 

Crawford said in his memoran- 
dum that even if the court had no 
jurisdiction to issue the injunction 
or if it was in any way invalid,

Russia will not give way easily. She 
will not intervene. But she will finance 
Egypt and Syria to try and destroy West- 
em influence in the oil-rich, strategic 
séction which will determine if we have 
peace or war.

Let NAM Take Steps 
To End This Shortage 


The National Association of Manu- 
facturers points out again that Ameri- 
can industry faces a critical shortage of 
well-trained technicians. Between five 
and seven of these specialists are needed 
right now for every professional engi- 
neer in all areas of industrial research, 
development and production. 

As an organization which opposes fed- 
eral aid to education, taxation in most 
forms and which traditionally has taken 
an “‘anti” stand on most development pro- 
grams for all the people, one is tempted to 
ask the NAM what it proposes to do 
about it? 

To train technicians requires class- 
rooms and teachers. These cost money. 
Much of the shortage of specialists can 
be traced to a shortage of teachers in 
specialized fields. Prospective teachers 
can make more money as technicians than 
in helping to fill the gap. 

The NAM argues that production is 
all-important. It is. But production means 
nothing unless consumers have the funds 
to buy goods from the factories. And the 
NAM has opposed consistently most pro- 
grams to insure buying power of the 
masses. 

So what does the NAM propose to 
do about the shortage of technicians? 
Will it undertake to underwrite training 
programs on a national scale to alleviate 
it? It is a breach of etiquette to bring 
up such embarrassing questions, we 
know, but 10-to-1 says the NAM would 
shudder at the prospect. We don't know 


where it places the responsibility, but it’s 
a sure bet it won't be that of the NAM.

Foes of Civil Rights 
Fear Right To Vote 


WASHINGTON—It is only frank to state that 
much of the opposition to the civil rights bill, 
now before Congress, is based on the fear that if 


enacted they will be successful in protecting the right to vote. In 
other words most of the maneuvering going on in committee over these 
administration measures has as its purpose to defeat or so weaken 


Here is the crux of the problem: 
The right to vote for federal of- 
ficials is guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution. The only way the fed- 


ing voting regulations in a discrim- 
inatory manner. 

Such prosecution can only come 
after the suspected denial of right 
to register or vote has taken 
place — and thus does little good 
in preventing such discrimination. 

The administration program 
would change this procedure at 
two points. It would authorize the 
attorney general to bring civil, in- 
stead of criminal, suits in order 
to protect federally guaranteed 
civil rights. It would also enable 
the Justice Department to act pre- 
ventively in case of threatening 
violation of voting rights. 

The key provision of the admin- 
istration bill is that the court 
must have the authority to require 
a state or local official to obey 
& court order enjoining him against 
certain practices or to punish him 
for refusal to obey. 

What would be the rights of the 
the defendant—the local registrar? 
He could be represented by coun- 


tel, could bring witnesses; he 


could cross - examine witnesses.

not be compelled to testify against 
himself. 

The advocates of the adminis- 
tration bill contend that the fed- 
eral courts in these cases must 
have sufficient power to enforce 
the decrees which they enter. 

The opponents of the adminis- 


enforce their injunctions against 
voting discrimination and place 
that authority in the hands of 
juries, 

The use of civil suits, as pro- 
posed in the civil rights legisla- 
tion, to make possible preventive 
relief in enforcing federal law is 
not new. The Department of Jus- 
tice has used such proceedings in 
anti - trust cases since 1890 and 
has similar powers to enforce the 
Atomic Energy Act, the Fair La- 
bor Standards Act, the Securities 
Act and others. Jury trial is not 
involved. 

It is increasingly clear that the 
foundation stone of all civil rights 
is the right to vote. When this 
right is secured and practiced, 
other civil rights can better be 
protected; when this right is vio- 
lated and neglected, the loss of 
other civil rights follows easily. 

This is why the supporters of 
the civil rights program believe it 
should be passed as written.
